Washington—Flood control may be 


the biggest issue before the next ses- 
sion of congress. Not merely the Mis- 
sissippi valley, but the Imperial val- 
ley in California with the attendant 
problem of Boulder dam may be tied 
up together. Public sentiment, it is 
iccognized, will hardly brook further 
delay. 
Were it not for the fact that a 


struggle on the age-old controversy of 
government ownership and operation 
killed all chance of a Boulder dam bill 
at the last session of congress, it 
would be possible to predict a sure 
passage of a bill to prevent floods in 
the Mississippi valley. Already there 
are signs that a small group of ad- 
vocates of government ownership are 
talking of the power possibilities in- 
volved in harnessing the waters of 
the Mississippi and tributaries. 


If the water-power problem gets 


tied up with the Mississippi valley 
projects, complications will develop 
that may mean postponement of the 
project. 
The power interests of the 


country whose securities are distrib- 
uted among millions of people are not 
going to see the government invade 
their industry without a fight. On 
the other hand, the potential exist- 
ence of a 
supply of water 
power 


•which can be added to the power re- 
sources of the country will not be 
ignored by, congress.,

ing to come forward with definite 
plans to absorb the power created by 
the construction 
projects, the ten- 


dency of congress will be to go ahead 
with some form of government oper- 
ation just as occurred with the ship- 
ping1 problem. Despite the expressed 
intention of congress as it embodied 
in the Jones act, namely to get rid 
of government ships, private inter- 
ests have not been willing to take 
over all the lines. Hence, the ship- 
ping board is about to ask congress 
for more ships as replacements so as 
to maintain trade 
routes whether 


profitable or not. 


There is sonic talk on plans by pow- 


er interests to lease water power that 
may be created in the Colorado river 
but as yet nothing tangible has been 
presented. The power men say they 
want first to assure themselves of 
the exact cost of Boulder dam project 
so they will not be asked to pay a 
percentage of return on an unreason1 
ably large investment. 


As for the whole problem of flood 


control, it now. involves the spending 
of so many millions to care for the 
Mississippi as well as the Colorado, 
that congress is going to look more 
carefully at the expenditure needed 
than might have been the case if 
Eoulder dam alone v:crc to be consid- 
ered. The separation of the flood con- 
trol from the water power phases of 
the matter is not at all unlikely now 
that all available funds must be con- 
centrated on the immediate need of 
flood prevention.

WORK TO RESCUE 50,000 IN FLOOD AREA 


AUAVAIABLE 
BOATS USED IN 
MENACED ZONE 


Seaplanes Locate Refugees 


Clinging to Trees in In- 


land Regions 


New Orleans —(/P)—The rescue of 


50,000 men. women and children, thou- 
sands of them cornered by repeated 
breaks in the Mississippi levee during 
the past four days, became the im- 
mediate problem Thursday of the 
great relief machine of Louisiana. 


Craft of almost every type from the 


lumbering river steamer to the 
flat 


boat, propelled by an outboard motor, 
were busy in wide stretches of north- 
eastern Louisiana, moving the home- 
less to concentration camps in Louis- 
iana and Mississippi. 


Many swift seaplanes of the navy 


roared over the more isolated inland 
places to locate refugees clinging to 
roof tops and trees projecting above 
the swirling flood waters. 


As the rescue goes forward many 


heart-rending 
scenes are enacted. 


Children, literally dazed by a catastro- 
phe new in their lives, cling piteously 
to their mothers, who fight back their 
own fears and anxiety "to allay those 
of their offspring. 


FLOOD LOSSES GREAT 


Men struggled 
along under 
the 


weight of treasured household posses- 
sions, exiled from 
the homes and 


fields, where their long years of effort 
is being relentlessly wiped out by the 
flood. 


Occasionally, as the caravans move 


slowly to 
the highland, groups of 


Negroes begin to chant their favorite 
hymns, their spirits 
undaunted by 


even the worst of the many floods 
they have survived". 


With the marches go horses, mules, 


cattle, pigs and many variety of 'dogs. 
But not all of the livestock will be 
saved. Many head will be caught in 
the flood to swimp until exhaustion 
has made them a prey to the murky 
waters.' 


TRY TO DIVERT WATER 


As this fight for life proceeds to the 


northward, other battles go forward 
over wide fronts to the south and west. 
At the bottom of the funnel-shaped 
flooded area, engineers and laborers 
pit their wits and brawn against the 
great mass of water bearing down 
from the north in the effort to divert 
it back into the Mississippi and so 
save the rich sugar cane belt in the 
south central part of the state. 


Northwestward at Monroe and West 


Monroe, in Ouachita parish, another 
small army labors against a front and 
flanking foe—the swelling Ouchita it- 
self and backwaters, 
coming down 


from Arkansas to flood a swamp be- 
hind the towns. 


Along other fronts breastworks are 


being hastily„ erected in the effort to 
sax'C this little community or that or 
the standing levees are being strength- 
ened and topped against a flood now 
present or yet to come as the crest 
moves slowly down the river to the 
gulf. 


The weather bureau here also an- 


nounced 
that there 
had been

change in the river at New Orleans 
with very little alteration of the level 
indicated for several days-

PREJUDICE CHARGES 
TO STATEEXECUTIVE 


Plea for Liberty Is Backed by 


Six Affidavits of Improprie- 
ty in Trial 


Boston—04")—The fight for freedom 


which Nicolai Sacco and Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti have waged with unremitting 
vigor since their conviction for mur- 
der six years ago entered a new phase 
Thursday. Governor Fuller had be- 
fore him a personally written plea for 
liberty, backed by six striking affida- 
vits which brought 
into the open 


charges of prejudice by the trial court 
never before published. 


The pica was Vanzetti's own. The 


affidavits were from prominent per- 
sons, who made allegations of bias 
and impropriety on the part of Judge 
Webster Tliayer, who after being up- 
held by- the supreme court in his re- 
fusal of a new trial, recently sentenced 
both'prisoners to death. 


Sacco's decision not to'join in the pe- 


tition for clemency was attributed by 
counsel and a psychiatrist to convic- 
tion that to do so would be against his 
faith as an anarchist. 


Vanzetti called for an investigation 


on behalf of both. Refusing to ask 
"mercy." his petition again and again 
demanded only "justice." He main- 
tained both men were innocent. The 
statements were termed by the defense 
conuscl as their bast legal trump.

ulations provided in chapter 94 of Hie 
Wisconsin btututes arc constitutional 
and not clearly unreasonable, he heKi. 


The court declared that it is the 


duty of the livestock sanitary boaid 
to protect the health of domestic ani- 
mals and employ the most efficient 
and practical means for the preven- 
tion, suppression, control and eradic- 
ation of communicable disease among' 
domestic animals for which purpose 
it may establish, maintain enforce 
and regulate quarantine and tai;e 
such other measures as it may deem 
necessary, such rights coming with- 
in its general police powers. 


"The fact that police laws 
and 


regulations," he held, prevent the en- 
joyment of individual rights in prop- 
erty without compensation, therefore, 
does not necessarily render them un- 
constitutional, the reason being that 
such laws are not considered as ap- 
propriating private property for pub- 
lic use, but simply as regulating its 
use and enjoyment by the owner. Re- 
ferring to the test applied by the 
state the court said: 


"It is claimed by the state that it Is

Stating that the report filed in the 


houses does not set forth the actual 
concerns of committee, the five mem- 
bers said they had been "tricked in 
order to get votes for the abolishment 
o! the present highway commission." 


"Proponents of tho bill to abolish 


the commission," the resolution said, 
"have skilfully used this report and 
through misrepresentation have mis- 
led the public. 


Before the final report was made 
jp. the members said, the whole com- 
mittee agreed that nothing was wrong 
with the figures and 
computations 


and any difference in the estimates 
v/as caused by the fact that the first 
was a "rough" survey while the sec- 
ond represented 
a more accurate 


"chain preliminary". 


The first estimate made by the com- 


mission "was on a 100-foot road and 
the latter estimate on a. 66 foot road, 
the five men said. 


Original estimates of the commis- 


sion on the project were later cut sev- 
eral thousand dollars. Reduction in 
tho estimated cost of bridges on the 
highway amounted to $10.000. Two 
assembly members refused to sign the 
resolution.

Mail without a return card 
very frequently goes to the United 
Slates Dead Letter Office, while a re- 
turn card would bring it back to the 
sender if it could not be dcllivercd to 
the person to whom it was addressed,' 
he said. 


"If the people would protect the de- 


livery of their mail by providing a re- 
turn card they would not only assist 
the postal department but would enjoy 
a benefit that can be measured only 
by the importance of the letter itself. 
It's your best insurance to guarantee 
delivery, why not avail yourself of its 
benefits?" the postmaster concluded. 


Many times postal cards and letters 


are mailed with wrong addresses or 
none at all. They arc sent to the dead 
letter office and if the letter is of value, 
for instance if it contained a draft or 
money order, an attempt is made to 
locate the sender, but if it is of no real 
value, the letter is destroyed.

MAKING BETTER RELATIONS 
The theme of President Coolidge's ad- 


dress at the Third Pan-American Com- 
mercial conference was the interdepen- 
dence of Latin-America and the United 
States. It is a. theme that could have been 
broadened to include Canada. Europe and 
other portions of the world. 
The presi- 


dent gave expression to the idea of com- 
mercial reciprocity, but as usual without 
committing himself to tariff reciprocity. 


Still, the president's speech emphasizes 


the fact that no country and no section of 
the world is entirely self-contained. The 
United States is not in a position to fol- 
low a 'policy of commercial exclusion, 
even if it were desirable, which of course 
it 5s not. While it is true in the case of 
Latin-America that we sell less to the 
countries south of us than we buy, we 
sell a great deal more to Canada than we 
purchase from her, and most other coun- 
tries. We happen to buy more in South 
and Central America than we sell for the 
simple reason that they have vast stores 
of raw materials we need and their con- 
suming demand for our 
manufactures 


does not keep pace with their production. 
Not only is a vast amount of goods and 
commodities we import from other coun- 
tries essential to our well-being and high 
standard of living, but it is essential to 
our prosperity. Not a few of these impor- 
tations come into healthy competition 
with similar articles produced here, with- 
out which the American 
consumer 


would be forced to pay an unjustifiably 
high price, and would often be the victim 


*"of monopolistic exploitation. 


A continuance of the growth of prof- 


itable trade relations 
between Latin- 


America and the United States is, after 
all, probably the best means for bringing 
about better relations between the two 
continents and a better understanding or 
each other's aims and point of view. 
Diplomacy at Washington simply does 
not seem to be able to make itself com- 
prehended in Latin-America. 
The un- 


avoidable friction we have had with some 
of the republics, and incidents such as 
that which has taken us into Nicaragua, 
create political distrust south of us which 
those in authority seem to encourage. The 
propaganda that the United States is not 
to be trusted and that its real purposes 
are militaristic has taken deep root in 
Latin-American soil and is exceedingly 
hard to counteract. The more we let down 
trade barriers between us and Central and 
South America, the more we do to pro- 
mote a mutual exchange of commodities, 
the sooner these prejudices and illusions 
•will be wiped out. 


GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 


The Wisconsin senate has killed a res- 


olution memorializing: congress for gov- 
ernment owners-hip of railroads. Jt was 
defeated by the decisive vote of 17 to 4. 
The prompt rejection of this resolution 
.shows how little progress the movement 
for government railroad ownership has 
made. If it could not receive a 
favor- 


able vote in Wisconsin, it certainly 
could 
not 
receive it 
in many sec- 


tions of the country, if in any. 
We 


are ready to experiment with almost 
anything in this state, and there are of 
course many of our people and politicians 
who favor public ownership and opera- 
tion of transportation agencies. But they 
arc for the most part persons who do not 
think a proposition through and who are 
blind to the insuperable practical objec- 
tions. 


Government ownership of railroads lost 


a powerful advocate in the decline and 
death of William" J. Bryan. It was one of 
his favorite hobbies, but he did not get 
as far with it by any means as he did with 
free silver. People in this country have 
seen too much of the inefficiency, waste 
and scandal of government, to say noth- 
ing of certain experiments in private en- 
terprise, to have confidence in its ability 
to own and operate railways with any- 
thing like the economy, rates and service 
the public now enjoys. It may be that in 
time federal operation of all public utili- 
ties and even of some of the essential in- 
dustries may be found advisable, for the 
theory o'n which it is based has much to 
commend it. But before we embark on 
such policies we must have a radical 
change in the quality of our public service 
and in the business%and moral competen- 
cy of government. The senate did Wis- 
consin a good turn in rejecting this un- 
wise resolution. It is "better advertising."

patient is an old 


boozer his leucocytes do not mobilize and he 
passes out without a struggle—no 
resist- 


ance.' 
"Oho. then the great newspaper savant has 


himself discovered a factor which lowers resist- 
ance?" 
Well, brother (I had better not call you doctor, 


or some one may suspect your identity) it is in- 
deed gratifying to know that colleagues follow my 
cachings so attentively. If you will keep at it you 
vill eventually have a fairly comprehensive view 
f the solid essentials of hygiene—and that is some- 
hing which too many good doctors lack. 


Every experienced physician knows that a hard 
rinker has a poor chance in a battle with pneu- 


monia, or with any other infectious (bacteria!) dis- 
a?e. for that matter. 
But we do not know that respiratory infections 


ircvail more frequently among drinkers than among 
londrinkcrs in the same community or environment. 


The siKiiifieance of the term "lowered resistance," 
s used by the o!<5 time physicians and health au- 
^ 


horitics in relation to the cause and prevention j 
f what they obstinately call "common colds" is 
!ear enough—they mean to say that exposure to 
old or wet makes an individual more susceptible to 
uch illness. They-do riot refer to the caracity of 
he sick to recover. 


Once more I assert we have no -empirical evi- 


dence (general experience), no scientific evidence 
experiments), and no statistical evidence to war- 
rant the notion that there is such a thin;: as "low- 
red resistance," if by that you mean the robbing 


_>f an individual of the immunity he may have ac- 
[uired against a given disease. This is not just my 
peculiar idea, but a sound scientific principle which 
ihallenges denial. 


Of course, we have Rood reason to believe that 


certain factors 
(amount of sunlight, ultraviolet, 


itamins) determine what degree of immunity to cri 


each individual shall develop, but that is another 
story. All I contend, and I believe science is on 
my side of this controvejssy, is that exposure to cold 
or wet or chilling does not lower.or lessen any de- 
gree of immunity against respiratory infections an 
ndividual may have acquired.

It is obvious that they cannot be pre-1 
served if their microscopic strength is" 
dissipated in any way—moving ma-, 
chinery, for example. But let Thomas 
A. Edison give you his views on the 
subject. 
Qucs. Sometimes music is rich, mel- 


low and beautiful. Sometimes it is 
harsh, sharp and unpleasant. Why 
is this? 
, 


Atts. The presence or absence of over-1 


tones controls, the beauty and quality 
of a musical sound. The more over- 
tones there are, the richer and more 
beautiful the quality becomes. The 
difference between the metallic tinkle 
of a child's piano and the mellow 
resonance of a concert grand is due 
to overtones. 


Qucs. What are overtones? 
Ans. When we set anything sucn as a. 


tightly stretched string connected to 
a sounding board vibrating, it sends 
out a powerful or fundamental 
wave. It also sends out many other 
related waves. These secondary 
waves are called overtones. 


A simple illustration of this: Drop 


a large pebble into a pool of quiet 
water; wave rings are formed that, 
go out in all directions in smooth and 
regular procession over the surface of 
the water. Now try dropping the 
large pebble again but at the same 
time drop several very small ones, 
along with it. The wave rings 
caused by the large pebble will be 
there as before but. in addition, 
there will be many little waves or ' 
ripples criss-crossing each other and ' 
the appearance of the principal waves 
will be quite different from what 
they were in the first experiment. 
The big waves may be compared to 


the fundamental sound wave, and 
the little ripples that are superim- 
posed on them to the overtones. 


Qucs. Can overtones be recorded on 


phonograph records? 


Ans. Years ago I recognized the feet 
that only through capturing the deli- 
cate and elusive overtones as well as 
the fundamental wave, and faithfully 
recording them on a record, could 
phonograph music earn its right to a 
permanent place in the musical es- 
teem of mankind. I have worked 
always with this goal in view. Na- 
ture lias been reluctant, but one by 
one she has given up her secrets. 
The present Edison Phonograph is 
very close to my ideal. 


fres. How have you captured these 


delicate overtones? 


ins. In many ways. For example, 
I made a thicker record of greater 
solidity which would not shake and 
vibrate as a whole when played. I 
-developed an extremely hard and 
smooth surface for the record so that 
the sound waves—the minute ones 
which are overtones—would not be 
flattened out when the diamond 
point passed over them. By adopt- 
ing a permanent diamond point I got 
away from making the sound grooves 
"grind in" steel needles. By me- 
chanically feeding the so-called tone 
arm across the record I eliminated 
having the delicate sound grooves 
drag the arm across. 
In other 


words, I don't use delicate overtones 
to move machinery. Countless ex- 
periments in recording have taught 
us many vastly important tricks and 
processes. No one thing has cap- 
tured the overtones for us. I have 
mentioned a few but there are many 
others. A combination of many de- 
tails working together has achieved 
rresent results.

Lead-Off Man In Majors

Has the value of a good 
lead-off 


man lost much of •It*-kick In these 
days of slam-bang baseball? 


When I broke Into the American 


League 22 years ago a good lead-off 
man was of prime importance. 


In those days, playing for one run 


was a common practice, since the 
pitchers held a decided cdgci therefore 
. 
value of a {tood lead-off man was 


:ar more apparent than at present. 


In the'old days lead-oft men, as a 


rule, were not hard hitters. 
Their 


position of honor came more as tho 
result of being hard to pitch to, fleet- 
ness of foot and the ability to lay down 
bunts and then beat 'em out. 


Despite the fact that slam-bang 


baseball has lessened the worth of the 
lead-off man, I am still of the opinion 
that such a player is of vital import- 
ance. ' 
To my way of thinking, there is no 


better lead-off man in the majors than 
Earl Combs, brilliant center fielder of 
the New York Yankees. 


It is an interesting and peculiar fact 


that Combs, whom I rate the best 
ead-off man in the American, if not 
the majors, is a member of the hard- 
est hitting club in baseball. 


In the old days, lead-oft men as a 


rule were short of stature. The dope 
s that small men are much harder to 
pitch to, and it is quite correct, there- 
fore a little man, if fast usually sot 
the lead-off spot, regardless of 
his 


batting ability. 


In this respect, Earl Combs is a 


radical departure from the thought 
of the old school managers. Combs 
is six feet tall. Howei-er, he has a 
peculiar crouch style at the bat that 
probably lowers his sights about six 
inches, making him a hard man to 
pitch to. 


Aeide from being hard, to pitch to. 


Combs has a keen eye, seldom offers 
at a bad ball, hence gets many passes 
to first base. Fleet of foot, the rival 
infield must hurry every ball to get 
him at first. He is adept at bunting 
and skilled in dragging the ball past 
the pitcher. 
In other words. Combs has all the 


stuff needed lor a lead-off man. 
In 


addition, he is a .300 hitter, which 
adds much to the troubles of the op 
posing pitcher when Earl steps to the 
plate. 
The fact that Combs gets on often 


is a very Important factor In the suc- 
cess of the Neve Tork club, since such 
sluggers as Ruth, Gehrig, Meusel and 
Lazzerl follow in the lineup.
